REPORT OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE FOR 1943 


"February 5, 1944: 
To the Citizens of Southborough :. oS SAY Pee ee Bal 


Your Advisory Committee wishes to deviate oni its cus-: 
tomary procedure.in presenting its, annual - report, for, it 
deems it’ “advisable to inform. the citizens ‘of the method 
used in arriving at its recommendations. Upon, receipt, a. 
budget request is carefully checked’ over by the six mem: 
bers of the board. Whenever a question arises, as is often 
the case, the board submitting said budget is asked ‘to meet — 
with us. Together the items in question are discussed. *- If” 
possible, we have.a follow up procedure, in. which case one 
or more members of the Advisory Conimittee conducts an 
investigation and reports to the full committee. If, after 
careful study and consideration, we believe that the items 


‘in question are not warranted or are unnecessary, we dis- 


approve them. However, this disapproval does not pre- 


’ clude their consideration at the town meeting, since both’ 


the requested sums and the recommended sums are shown 
in our report. Whenever possible the differences of opinion 
between the requesting board and your Committee are 
ironed out and an agreement is - reached een town 
meeting. 


The duties of your Committee, as set forth in the Town. 
By-laws, are, in substance, to consider all matters involv- 
ing: expenditures of money, creation of debt or disposition _ 
of town property included within the articles of any town 
warrant. When we perform these duties we endeavor at 
all times to act in the best interest of the voters and at the 
same time to attempt to keep the various town departments 
operating at utmost efficiency. Realizing that each voter 
cannot investigate and inquire into all the expenditures of 
the various town departments, we feel we are acting for 
each individual taxpayer and citizen. With this thought in 
mind we have earnestly endeavored to make decisions which 
we felt would reflect the will of the majority. 


For the year 1943 the amount appropriated for the Re- 
serve Fund was $2500. Of this only $879.78 was trans- 
ferred. This is a remarkablé showing when one realizes 
. that for the past six years the average yearly transfer 
from the Reserve Fund has been $2289.99. The credit for 
this fine record belongs to the majority of the town de- 

partments. 


Article 3. Under this article come all the appropria- 
tions for the general government of the. Town, and the rec- 
ommendations of. the Advisory ‘Committee are shown in’ 
tabulated form, as a part of this. report.

‘In ‘accordance with your instructions, I have madé an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Southbor- 
ough for the period from September 3, 1940, the date of the 
previous audit, to March 19, 1948, and submit’ the follow- . 
_ ing report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as: recorded ‘on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection; were examined 
‘and checked. 


The. books and accounts of the town accountant were 
_ examined and checked in detail. The ledger was analyzed, 
the appropriation accounts being checked to the town meet- 
ing records of appropriations and transfers voted, anda bal- 
ance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared ; 
showing the financial condition of the town on March, 29, _ 
1943. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- _ 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
analyzed and compared with thé cdllector’s records of ‘pay-' 
ments to the treasurer, with the records in the several de- 

‘partments in which charges originated or in: which money 
was collected for the. town, and with the other sources from 
ed disbursements were compared ‘with the warrants author- 
izing the treasurer to disburse town. funds and with the ac-. 
countant’s books. 


The cash book footings were eel and the bank bal- 
ances were reconciled with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit. 
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The payments on account of debt and interest were 
checked with the. amounts falling due and with the can- 
celled securities on file. 


The savings bank Books: and securities. representing the 
investments of the several trust funds in the custody of the 
treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the withdrawals verified. 


- The tax title deeds on hand were examined and listed, the 
amounts transferred from the: tax levies to the tax title ac- 
count being verified and the tax titles as listed being 
- checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The commitments of taxes were 
compared with the warrants issued by the board of asses- 
sors, the recorded abatements were checked with the asses- 
sors’ records of abatements granted, the recorded collec- 
tions were checked with the payments to the treasurer as 
recorded on the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, and. 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the 
controlling accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding taxes was made by send- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the re- 
plies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are 

correct. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men, town clerk, and the health department were examined 
and check and the payinents to the State and the town vere : 
verified. 


In checking the paid eachers on file it was noted that 
payments have been made by the town to cover. premiums 
on an accident insurance policy for volunteer firemen, al- 
though this does not appear to be a purpose for which town 
funds may be appropriated under Section 5, Chapter 40, 
General Laws.

The surety bonds of. the officials required by law to fur- 


_ nish them were examined and found to be in proper form. . 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the books and 
accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, and of the 
‘municipal buildings, police, tree warden, moth, highway, 
public welfare, library, water, and cemetery departments 


were examined and checked, and the payments to the treas- 


urer were verified.

Our Old Age Assistance has dropped in numbers due to 
deaths and the administration of Chapter 489 of the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts as passed on June 8, 1943. 
However, our expenditures remain about the same owing 
to increases in budget allowances by the State, due to the. 
increased living costs. 


This past year we have added to our Department, as 
Agent for our Board,.as part-time worker, Mrs. J. M. Smith. 
‘She is enrolled under Civil Service and does all of the in- 
vestigation and detail work for the Board. The expenses

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Your Committee submits respectfully its report for the 
vear 1943: 


In accordance with the program of keeping the school 
properties in safe condition and good repair it has been 
necessary to do a considerable amount of work during the 
past year. 


The fire escapes on the High School Building have been 
completely repaired and a.new. fire escape door was in- 
stalled in the gymnasium. The obsolete wiring and elec- 
trical fixtures in the Manual Training room were replaced — 
completely with a modern system, thus eliminating a seri- 


'. ous safety hazard. 


The High School Building was painted two coats on the 
outside, the stucco portions repaired, and the windows 
weatherstripped and reputtied throughout. 


Hot water has been piped into the Domestic Science 
kitchen and a much-needed gas stove and dishwashing 
machine furnished for the use of the Domestic Science De- 
partment and Cafeteria. New tables have been secured for 
the sewing room, and additional tools and equipment for 
the Manual Training Department. 


The furnaces in the High School Building have been 
equipped with regulators and their use has resulted in con- 
siderable saving of fuel. In the Annex new curtains have 
been installed. 

At the South Union School two new ventilators were 
provided and the driveway tarred. — 

For details as to the academic progress of the school sys- 
tem we refer you to the reports of the Superintendent and 
Principal. 
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During these trying times we are proud to report that the 
‘School System has been functioning most satisfactorily, and 
again this year the Committee expresses its appreciation to 
Superintendent. Henry G. Blount, Principal Albert S. Wood- 


ward, and the Teaching and Maintenance Staffs for their 


faithful service and complete cooperation.

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To the Southborough School Committee, 
Dear Sirs: 

It gives me pleasure is J pnte the report of the Super- 
intendent of Schools which is the eighteenth in my series 
of annual reports. 


A great deal of concern is felt in school administrative 
circles throughout the Commonwealth over the mainten- 
ance of an adequate supply of teachers. In the fields of phys- 
ical education, mathematics, sciences, and manual arts there 
is known to be a definite shortage of instructors at-the 
present time. According to a report issued by the Depart- 
ment of Education of the Commonwealth dated December, 
1943 there are one hundred twenty-seven positions unfilled 
and three hundred eighty-six teachers in service who do not 
meet the requirements which are expected in normal times. 
_The surplus of teachers existing. in normal times has been 
practically exhausted. This condition has led to a sharp rise 
in salaries particularly during the past year. In addition, 
the minimum salary fixed by law has risen to $1,000.00 in 
towns whose valuation is less than $2,500.00 and to §$1,- 
200.00 in other towns and cities. The report also shows that 
' the average salary of high school instructors was approx- 
imately $1,400.00 during the school year 1942-1943 and that 
the highest salary paid was $2,700.00 in towns whose popu 
lation is less than 5,000. 


February, 1943, Miss Helen Gardner resigned and Mrs. 
Hazel Fuller was elected to fill.the vacancy. Mrs. Fuller is a 
teacher of experience. Miss Carolyn Smith; ‘teacher of 
French and. English, resigned in June to enter the business 


field and she was replaced by Miss Judith Brooks. Miss: 


Anne Pignatelli, who resigned in June, was replaced by 
Mr. John Meegan as instructor of science. Mr. Meegan also 
assumed duty as instructor of physical education. Miss 
‘Delia Davis resigned in June and was replaced by Miss Ef- 
fie Vranos. Miss Olive Draper, teacher of Grade IV at Pe- 
ters High School, resigned, to be replaced by Mrs. Margaret 
Cronin.

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The attendance has been interrupted to a considerable ex- 
tent by illness in all of the schools. This is a condition that 
multiplies the responsibilities of teachers since it requires 
that a great deal of classroom work missed has to be made 
up. This problem has been met and the year’s. work round- 
ed out satisfactorily: . 


The high school enrollment: ha dropped diisicaaiy: due 
to the enlistment and drafting of boys and to the fact that 
boys attracted by the good.wages paid have entered indus- 
trial plants. This trend away from high school is character- 
istic of all high schools everywhere and in all probability 
smaller enrollments are to be expected for the duration. 


The sale of War Savings Stamps and. Bonds has continued 
through 1943 in all grades. The administration of this pro- 
gram reflects credit on the teachers. Pupils are setting up 
savings accounts that will be of real service in the future 
and what is more commendable are exhibiting a high order 
of patriotic service. Two schools, Fayville and Cordaville, 
have been honored with the Treasury Flag for having met 
a fixed quota of sales. : 


In October the teachers of the public schools assisted oy 
citizens of Southborough distributed War Ration Book 4. 
Approximately two thousand books were given out. Appre- 
ciation for the help rendered by moupaperougs residents is 


herewith expressed. . 


Lunch has been served. at the High School to all pupils 
desiring it and milk at all of the town’s schools. In Septem- 
ber the number of meals served at the High School rose 
considerably. Here balanced meals are served at a nominal 
cost since a portion of the cost is reimbursed through the 
Federal Community Lunch Program. 


7 T.wish to convey to the Committee my goppaciation of 
the opportunity of serving with them in promoting the in- 
terests of the public schools. 
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Teachers have carried on under difficult conditions with 
admirable patience. and resourcefulness. I should like to-ex- 
press to each teacher and principal by heartiest appreciation ; 
of their good work. 


Your attention is called to the reports of the High School 
Principal, the school health.examination, and the reports of 
the Drawing supervisor and supervisor of Music.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF PETERS’ HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Henry G. Blount, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Southborough, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 
. Herewith I submit my dunia report for the High School 
for the school year ending December 31, 1943. 
At the beginning of the'school-year in September, the en- 


rollment showed about an eight per cent drop over the year. 


before. 

There have been three che in our teaching staff. Miss 
Brooks takes the place of Miss Smith in- English and 
_French; Mr. Meegan takes the place of Miss Pignatelli in 
the Arithmetic and the Sciences; and Miss Vranos takes 
the place of Miss Davis in History and Geography. 

The average daily attendance in the High School has 
shown a decided drop through the months of November and 
December due to the prevailing epidemic of colds and mild 
cases of flu. We had no epidemic of measles, mumps or 
other infectious or contagious diseases. 

Due to gasoline rationing, our athletic activities’ have 
been confined to basketball fcv both boys and girls. Mr. 
Insani has coached: both the boys and girls in basketball. A 
schedule of ten games for the boys and eight games for the 
girls has been arranged. We hope: that baseball may again 
be played i in the coming spring. 

For the first time, a physical program for cae and girls 
has been instituted under the direction of Miss Brady for 
the girls and Mr. Meegan for the boys. These classes meet 
twice a week for three quarters of an hour. The girls have 
gymnastics, dancing and basketball. The boys have setting- 
up exercises, basketball for four teams made up of all the 
boys. One of the days the boys have military drill-in the 
_ St. Mark’s. cage under the direction, of St. Mark's masters 
and older boys. Mr. “Meegan has supervision over them 
while at St. Mark’s cage. 
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Practically all the Senior boys are’ taking either Algebra, 
Review Mathematics or Trigonometry. They are also en- 
rolled in the course in Physics. These subjects are in line 
with the needs of the Army for a boy’s advancement when 
he is inducted for service. 

This year the name of our shoals paper was chaned to 
Peters Piper. It is being edited by the Senior Class under 
the direction of Miss. Hayward and Miss Brooks, and is ge 
ing done well. 

The lunchroom is sponsored by the Parent-Teacher ens 
ciation under the plan laid down by the government through 

the State Department of Education. So far it has proved to 
be: very satisfactory, although it entails a considerable 
amount of bookkeeping and government reports. Mrs. Rob- 
‘bins and Mrs. Woodward do the planning and preparing of 
the meals. Mrs.‘ Watkins assists on four days a week. So 
far an average of 130 pupils a day have patronized the 


~* Junch. The cost of the lunch‘is fifteen cents for pupils in 


grades 7 through 12 and twelve cents tor Pupils in Braue 
1 through 6. 

In the manual training eee model airplanes have 
’ been made. They were accepted by the Army Air Corps 
located at Middletown, Pennsylvania. Some of the boys are 
still making airplanes, while others are making book ends, 
wall shelves, boats, footstools, necktie racks, nut and fruit 
bowls, and letter holders. Some mechanical drawings on dif- 
ferent projects have also been, made: : ‘ 

Inthe Domestic Science classes, blouses, dresses, jump- 
ers, one evening gown, and dickies have been made: They 
are now working on a second project, making skirts.” 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the School Committee ‘for 
their help and support, the teachers for their cooperation, 
and Mr. Blount for his many helpful suggestions and 
advice. ;

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

My Dear Mr. Blount: 
Once again I have the distinct pleasure to submit my an- 
- nual report as Supervisor of Music of the schools of South- 
borough, Massachusetts. 

In days such as these we come more to fully realize the 
more valuable things in life. Music is one of these great - 
values, for it is one of the best and simplest of all expres- 
sions of man. 

The American .people have come to greater realize, that — 
through the exponent of music, great values might be given 
their children. 

Once again I would.like to repeat one of my strong be: 
liefs—Music contributes to the general aims of education, 
namely: health, command of fundamental processes, worthy 
home membership, vocations, citizenship, worthy use of 
leisure time, ethical character and the like. 

I shall give a general outline for the school music pro- 
gram once again: 

In the lower grades is begun the foundation for music 
through the medium of musical experiences, musical reac- 
tions, participation, listening. ‘and discussion. During the 
early grades a great deal of rote singing is:used. The tech- | 
nical matters of music are introduced in the second grade 
and gradually progressed throughout all the grades. These 
are presented in such a manner which is understandable to 
a child with a given age, and correlative with his other 
studies. The following essentials are emphasized through- 
out the whole program, namely: tone quality, intonation, 
diction, phrasing, balance, and rhythm. Individual work is 
strongly encouraged in all grades. Part singing is intro- 

‘duced late in the fourth grade and advanced accordingly. 
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In the Junior. High School, the program introduced in the 
lower grades is fully developed. Hence, there is not a sep- 
arate program, but a continued one. The main emphasis is 
based on chorus singing. The period in which a junior high 
school pupil is passing is quite a difficult. one. Music is an 
important factor in his mental and emotional development. 
The material used in the Junior High School is of a matured 
nature. It is a material that appeals to the interest and en- 
joyment of the junior high school pupil. 

In the Senior High School there is organized a mixed A 
chorus to take adequate care of the musical needs and in- 
terests of students of their age. 

We are indeed very fortunate to have this great value 
offered to the school children of Southborough, Massachu- 
setts. The teachers, who so ably carry on the Program, de- 

-serve the greatest of praise. 

Once again, I wish to express my grateful appreciation 
to you, my Superintendent, the School Committee, the 
teachers, and the townspeople for all assistance, support, 
and co-operation at all times.

It is gratifying to notice how much less work there is to 
be done when children’s teeth have regular dental care. 

Dr. Folsom conducted a Diphtheria Prevention Clinic in 
May, 1948. Seventy-eight children were immunized. 

The usual Well Child Conference was not held due to 
scarlet fever outbreak. We hope to hold one in the spring. 

The annual physical and dental examinations were held 
in September. Dr. Folsom stressed the importance of post- 
ure ‘to good health. 

Two girls were sent to Sterling: Health ‘for the summer. 

The school census was taken in October. 


We have had a large number of cases of contagious dis- 
ease—measles, whooping cough, German measles and scar- - 


let fever, also seven cases of pediculosis. 

I would like, at this time, to stress to parents the im- 
portance of not sending their children back to school too 
soon after they have been sick. No one can. work properly 
when they arehalf well and good health i is far more import- 
ant than good marks. 

In conclusion, I wish to express: my appreciation of the 
fine co-operation I receive from you, the teachers and the 
parents.

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- the fundamentals is given preference over the new idea of 
absolute free expression. This has its place, and in some 
instances excellent results are produced. The children do 
enjoy expressing themselves but need guidance. A happy 
medium seems to work better in our system. This is a good | 
solid foundation in all the sundemen pHneipies first, and 
creative work later. 


One of the interesting projects this year was Sieh 
Victory Garden Posters. The subject was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, first with many enlightening points for all con- 
. cerned. All the grades participated i in the activity. We hope 
their endeavors carried .over to the homes and proved a 
source of inspiration to parents and neighbors in this na- 
tional undertaking. 


We endeavor to:have problems and projects that are per- 
tinent to the times in subject matter and interest. This in- 
cludes problems to do with our South American neighbors, 
our allies, and anything pertaining to the service or na- 
tional affairs. In many instances these projects correlate . 
the art -with music, history, geography, health, ‘civics and 
even arithmetic. I feel that whenever possible we have a 
much more valuable art program if we can, even indirectly, 
intertwine our work with other subjects in the curriculum. 
This is true also if we try. to meet needs of our own com- 
munity.
